The Use and Abuse of Govern- 


ment," was the subject of the fifth 
lecture of the course on sociological 
subjects, given under the auspices of 
the Woman's Club league, by Prof. 
Albion W. Small, of the university of 
Chicago, in the assembly room of the 
court house last evening. 


Prof. Small stated that there wer-3 


som» people who regfarded govern- 
ment as a necessary evil; others who 
regarded it as an unnecessary evil, 
and still others who looked upon 
government as a necessary good. 
He defined government as a means 
by -which we combine our efforts to 
accomplish that which we could not 
accomplish as individuals. Govern- 
ment is just as strong as the people 
make it, it is a device created by our- 
selves, 
for ourselves and of our- 


selves. 


The book, "What Do Social Classes 


Owe to Each Oth«rf" by Prof. Som- 
rners, of Yale university, was scored 
severely by Prof. Small, who stated 
iat it was full of untruths. 


The speaker likened the problems 


of government to those of housekeep- 
ng on a large scale. The legislative 
body is tho parent of society, con- 
sulting and deciding various ques- 
tions in the interests of tho family. 
There have been 
many 
necessary 


things which we have been called 
upon to do which, though we could 
not do them as individuals, we could 
accomplish when banded together. 


In discussing the question of the 


injustice of private 
ownership of 


land, Prof. Small stated that private 
ownership often worked to the detri- 
ment of individuals and communi- 
ties, citing a case of where a man 
owned a large tract of land in the 
center of a thriving city, which he 
refused to sell or improve, thereby 
preventing that city's development. 
Prof. Small stated that he -was an ad- 
vocate of the pro rata tax system as 
being the best thing for the govern- 
ment and th.« people at large.
